TO HIS excellency CHARLES EARL WHITWORTH, 
Lord Lieutenant General, and General Governor of 
IRELAND. 



MAY IT PLEASE YOUR EXCELLENCY, 

W E the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, constituted and appointed 
under an Act of Parliament, passed in the fifty-third year of the reign ot 
His Majesty, intituled, “ An Act for the appointment of Commissioners for the re- 
“ gulation of the several Endowed Schoeds of Public and Private Foundation, in 
“ Ireland,'^ — Reg leave, pursuant to the duty imposed upon us by the said Act, 
to make a General Report to Your Excellency, of our Proceedings from the 25th of 
March 1816, to the 25th day of March 1817; premising, that William Disneif^ 
Esquire, has been appointed a Commissioner under the said Act, on the resignation 
of the Right honourable O/rof?]/ Earl of Desart, by Your Excellency s War- 
rant, bearing date the 21st day of February 1817. 

CAVAN SCHOOL. 

And, placing first in order the Schools of Royal Foundation, we iiave to apprise 
Your Excellency, that, governed by the Special Import of the Architect employed by 
us to examine the Lands of Keady, or Keadeu, near to Cavan, which had been the 
subject of negociation with the Earl of Farnham (as mentioned in our last State- 
ment to Your Excellency,) and also having had recourse to other testimony of the 
most respectable description, we were induced, on very mature deliberation, to decline 
further treating for an exchange which would have put us into possession of a site 
by no means favourable for building, and whereon, in our Judgment, it would have 
been totally unfit to place the School Establishment, from which we hope such advan- 
tage may now to the Town of Cavan and its vicinity. And having since found it 
practicable to treat on better terms than those which had heretofore offered, for an 
exchange of a part of the Sea Lands of Kilmore, denominated Lurganhuoy, in the 
immediate noighhourhood of Cavan, we have completed such an exchange for a 
rateable proportion of the School Lands, called BiUis, more dislaivt from the 1 own, 
and the possession of ten acres, for the purposes of the Royal School of Cavan, has 
been obtained by us, (the proper conveyances and necessary legal arrangemfents 
having been first executed;) so that, under the direction of our*A\'chitect, to whom we 
have consigned the superintendence of the Building, the selection of proper materials 
for the purpose of proceeding in the work, forms at the present season the employ- 
ment of tlve parties who had proposed to contract for its execution. 
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CARYSFORT SCHOOL. 

We have further to report to your Excellency, that the Valuation of the Lands 
of Sheka 7 iamore, or School Estate of Carysfort, having been made since our last 
Report, the Agent has been directed to agree for re-lctting the same to the most 
solvent Tenants; and we have caused steps to be taken towards the erection of a 
School House upon the Lands ; fur which purpose, we propose to avail ourselves 
of the provisions contained in the 19th Clause of the fifty-third of His present 
Majesty, chap. 107, the profits of the Estate belonging to this School proving at 
the present insufficient to supply, in convenient time, such a sum as would” be 
necessary to defray the charges of the Building. 

BANAGHER SCHOOL. 

We have further to report to Your Excellency, that the Proprietor of the two 
Houses (wherein the School of Banagher has been kept hitherto,) having given 
notice to the Master to surrender the possession to him, we have approved and 
acted upon the proposition of the Reverend Mr. Morris (the present Master,) to 
obtain a house and premises adjacent to Banagher, called Cuba, (lately occupied 
there as a Rlilitary Hospital under the Government;) and a negociation for a lease 
in perpetuity having been commenced, and Mr. Morris having voluntarily engaged 
to pay the Rent during his incumbency as Master, he has been put into a house 
every way more eligible for the purpose than that formerly occupied by him, and 
on terms of greater advantage to the Foundation; and we have no reason to 
apprehend any obstacle to the final completion of this aiTangemeiit. 

ENNISKILLEN SCHOOL. 

We beg leave to report to Your Excellency, that the Survey and Valuation of the 
School Lands of Enniskille?i have been made, and put into the hands of the present 
Rlaster, with instructions from us to let them to the most solvent Tenants, on 
Leases for twenty-one years. 

RAPHOE SCHOOL. 

We have to report further to Your Excellency, that the Survey and Valuation 
of the School Lands of Raphoe, situated in the County of Donega/, have been 
executed since our last Report, and measures calculated to render that establish- 
ment more efficacious to the Public, are within our immediate attention ; for which 
purpose a Valuation of said School has been ordered to take place on the gth of 



IIEWETSON’S SCHOOL. 

We beg leave further to report to Your Excellency, that we look forward to 
the issue of the Suit instituted against the Trustees of Heu etson'% Charity, with 
the confidence that we shall be enabled, after the ensuing J^w Term, to render 
Aat Endowment available to the Public, on the original design of its Founder. The 
Rents remain for the present in the Court of Chancery. 

TULLIVIN SCHOOL. 

We have to report to Your Excellency, that although the commencement of 
the Building intended for a School House ^tTuUivin has been retarded, by cir- 
cumstances connected with that precaution so peculiarly called for, where any 
Expenditure (in Buildings and Improvements on Land whereof we become seised) 
is designed to be made; yet such difficulties as had appeared to interpose being 
obviated, and the Agreement for certain Land, the property of Mr. Moore Boyle, 
(specified in our last Annual Report) resting unimpaired, the Work is about to be 
entered on : our Architect also having received our Instructions to procure a more 
advantageous Contract for the execution of the Plan (already approved by us,) than 
the prices of labour and materials had afforded the opportunity of obtaining, at 
the period when it was originally furnished. 

navan and ballyroan schools. 

We beg leave to report further to Your Excellency, that the Survey and Valuation 
ot the Lands of Cappagkloghlin, in the Queens County, (wherewith the Schools of 
AatYmand Ballyroan had been endowed by the will of Alderman John Preston,) 
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are now in charge of the Surveyors and "V^aluators employed by us. And, witii re- 
ference to the actual state of this valuable Foundation, as detailed in our last Report, 
we beg leave to submit to Your Excellency, that in consequence of the prayer of 
our Petition to tiie Court of Chancery (therein also mentioned,) whereby we soli- 
cited, “ That the Trustees might be removed from the conduct and management of 
“ those Schools, and the Trusts of the Endowment thereof vested in the Commis- 
“ sioners of Education it has been Ordered by the Court, “ That the Trustees, 
“ Joseph Preston and Joseph FavkrCy (the former having never acted in the Trust, 
“ and the latter declining to act,) should be removed from the same. And it was 
“ further Ordered, That the Trust Estates should be vested, under the provisions of 
“ the Act of Parliament for that purpose, in the Commissioners of Education, and all 
“ necessary Deeds of ConveyancewereOrdered to be executed by thesaid Trustees, 
“ with theapprobation ofthe Masterin thecause.” Which Deeds have been executed 
by the said Joseph Preston, and also by the said Joseph Favlere, whose declared object 
in declining to act as Trustee was, to put the Endowment, as far as he had power 
so to do, into the hands of the Commissioners of Education, he never having 
concurred with the other Defendants in this cause, in any of the proceedings which 
had occasioned the Petition of the Commissioners to the Court of Chancery. And 
we beg leave further to report to Your Excellency, that Proceedings have been 
taken by the Commissioners, for the purpose of bringing the cause relative to that 
Charity, which has been so long depending in the Court of Chancery, to a final 
hearing. 

WETIIERAL’S SCHOOL. 

We have further to report to Your Excellency, that the recovery of the School 
Fund of Rathfarnham, endowed by Mr. Wetheral, has occupied our attention since 
our last Report, and an Arbitration, under Rule of Court, concerning the Arrears 
due by the Representatives of the Executors of Mr. IV etheral, is at present in an ad- 
vanced state of progress. We expect its termination shortly; and, in consequence, that 
we shall soon be enabled to apply the Funds according to the Founder’s intention. 



Having thus far reported to Your Excellency upon such matters as were suf- 
ficiently mature to deserve Your Excellency’s present notice, we defer submitting 
other subjects of Regulation and Enquiry, until they shall be better fitted by their 
progress to claim Your Excellency’s attention.
